Hitherto the work has been confined to devising physiological 
tests for ascertaining nerve and muscle changes following 
nerve section and suture in rabbits. Dr. Gallie has advised, 
and Mr. W. E. Blatz and Professor Hartman are in charge. A 
series of fifty animals with six women operators giving massage 
treatment is now being run. Today I received a letter from 
Professor J. N. Langley, Cambridge, describing conclusions 
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and suggestions arising from his work on the Prevention of 
Atrophy, shortly to appear in the British Journal of Physiology. 
Professor Langley was kind emough to show me his experiments last 
August, and he now urges that our research be extended, having his 
problem in mind, as the method is statistical. 


The excellent service which the University has rendered so 
far to combatant and hospital activities might now be supplemented 
with advantage by investigation of problems relative to the treatment 
of returned men. I have in mind at the moment tests upon the efficacy 
of specific massage and electrical treatments. This would be sig- 
nificant in the instruction of student officers and operators vhich 
must shortly be undertaken here, 


To undertake such investigations effectively a proper personnel 
and financial support would be required. I should be glad to know 
if you would endorse an attempt to raise five thousand dollars 
by subscription in the name of the University for this purpose. 
At the close of the present Session it would be helpful to secure 
the services of at least two men of standing, with a mitable 
number of assistants, to prosecute this work in University Laboratories 


during the summer, 


Professor J. J. Mackenzie has expressed his willingness to assist 
in every way possible, and I feel assured that Dr. Mottram could 
shortly join in such a programme. The results that could be obtained 
during the summer would undoubtedly warrant the continuation and 
expansion of investigation in other directions.
